anticipation, new opportunities and 
the sound of roaring water deep in 
the canyons and off the 
mountainsides. It is a season of

explorer. In many areas you can still 
find incredible snow to ski and 
snowshoe. In other areas the dirt is 
showing through and the hiking 
season has begun. For me it is the 
waterfall chasing season. | am a nut 
for waterfalls and roaring cascades. 
| don't need every waterfall to drop 
100 feet to enjoy the rivers roar and 
crashing cascades. As soon as the 
roads start to open up over the 


passes or | can schedule a trip to 
Yosemite, | start seeking out water 
and all the places it cascades off the 
mountain. 


On the eastern side of the Sierra 
and in the Tahoe basin, waterfalls 
are very easy to find and see 
without leaving your car in some 
cases. And of course in Yosemite 
you can park and take the bus to 
various different waterfall locations 
such as Bridal Veil falls and 
Yosemite Falls. Once the Scenic 
routes clear some of my favorite 
spring days are following the water 
on short hikes on the side of the 
road to see where the water is 


rushing on seasonal canyons. 
Ebbett’s Pass and Sonora Pass are 
filled with locations that have to be 
seen in the spring. 


Spring snow-melt feeds are lakes 
and reservoirs annually in the Sierra 
Nevada. But for this explorer the 
chase o f Early season flows is an 
epic adventure. Some Outdoor 
explorers Like mountain peaks, | am 
a waterfall chaser! 


Here is a gallery of some of my 
favorite waterfalls in the Sierra. 
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Lake Tahoe Waterfalls 


Cascade Creek Falls A must-see, 
Cascade Creek Falls Trail offers a 
moderate mile-long path with lavish ferns 
and wildflowers along the way. 


Eagle Falls is set against the backdrop 
of iconic Emerald Bay. There are the 
lower or upper falls — both equally 
beautiful. 


Glen Alpine Falls With 65 feet of layered 
drops, the stair-step, snow-fed stream 
setting of Glen Alpine Falls above Fallen 
Leaf Lake is perfect for pictures. 


Horsetail Falls If you've ever taken 
Highway 50 to South Lake Tahoe, then 
chances are you've seen a magnificent 
crashing waterfall to the north just as 
you're approaching Twin Bridges. This is 


Horsetail Falls, created by Pyramid 
Creek flowing down the steep glacier- 
carved granite faces of Desolation 
Wilderness. Its 800-foot drop makes it 
the largest waterfall in the Tahoe area 
and a wonder to be witnessed. 


Fontanillis Lake Falls It might be five 
miles to reach the waterfall with a 150- 
foot cascade that drops from Fontanillis 
Lake to Upper Velma Lake. This is a 
must see in spring and early summer 
months. 


Other Eldorado County Waterfalls 


Bassi Falls a 109’ tall Bassi Falls is 
located in the Crystal Basin area of the El 
Dorado National Forest. These gorgeous 
falls at peak Springtime flow crash over 
enormous boulders and the water sheets 
over huge, flat slabs of granite.

A like mindedness of 
exploration and beautiful images of 
places we explore in the Sierra. | had not 
spoken to Kevin and didn't know his life 
story, just that he loved the water and 
sharing the fun places he and his friends 
explored in the mountains. One particular 
post in the New Year caught my 
attention. Kevin was talking about 
following his passions and sharing the 
river with others, so they could discover 


what he found. | needed to learn more. 
What | discovered by conversation is a 
man who has battled in life, that by a 
simple act of exploring around the next 
bend, discovered a passion of discovery, 
then by committing to that passion he 
regained purpose, direction and now a 
new found dream to serve. 


Let me introduce you to Kevin Tucker. 


Kevin is a local tile contractor in 
Tuolumne County and is a father of 5. He 
moved from the concrete jungle of San 


Jose some 20 years ago and for much of 
his time was like most of us, raising a 
family, battling marital issues, focused on 
building a career and paying the bills etc. 
He spent several weekends in the year at 
Pinecrest lake with friends and enjoyed 
the outdoor lifestyle in the region, 
dabbling a bit with Kayaks, hiking etc, but 
never really exploring. 


Covid Shuts down the World 


“Until Covid | believed all family 
vacations were supposed to be some 
expense once a year trip to Hawaii or 
something like that.” Says Kevin 


Then on one fateful afternoon he allowed 
a friend to talk him into a trip up to Cleo’s 
Bath above Pinecrest lake. This is where 
life took a turn to the exciting. 


Pinecrest Recreation 
Area 


Located at Pinecrest Lake, a 
300-acre lake owned and 
operated by Pacific, Gas and 
Electric Company. It is located 
30 miles east of Sonora on 
State Highway 108. The 
Recreation Area lies in a 


timbered setting at an 
elevation of 5,600 feet. The 
California Department of Fish 
and Wildlife regularly stocks 
Pinecrest Lake with rainbow 
trout.

Cleo's Bath 


Cleo's Bath is a popular hiking 
destination and swimming hole for locals 
and tourists looking to escape the heat of 
the summer months in the Stanislaus 
National Forest on the South Fork of the 
Stanislaus river which flows into 
Pinecrest Lake. The hike from Pinecrest 
is approx 6.5 round trip from the marina.

Kevin is a self proclaimed “Big Man” ( then ata 
weight of 327 lbs) so in May of 2020 when he talked 
with Sierra White Water rafting he was uncertain of 
his physical qualifications for rafting a river. “The 
team at Sierra White water was great and 
convinced me that even at my weight, my core 
strength was plenty to run the river.” “ what an 
incredible blessing that was” 


Kevin was hooked from the first trip. Coming back 
for multiple runs with the Sierra White water team, 
Kevin learned to self arrest out of the water , how to 
run the river with just him and a guide and 
discovered that he was a strong paddler. 


Kevin understands the challenges in becoming a 
guide and doesn't know what the future holds but is 
willing to put in the work. Deciding that summer that 
he needed to do this more and wanted to share his 
experience with others so they could also learn to 
love the river canyons as he has. He hired a 
personal trainer and started committing to a routine 
of exploration, and fitness. To date he has lost 60 
pounds and feels as strong as ever. “If you really 
are passionate about something you will do the 


work to make it happen. Fitness for me was 
important” 


He started watching rafting videos and following 
articles on guiding. 


Kevin plans to complete round one of 
certifications for becoming a guide in April of 
2022 with the Sierra White water team. He and 
a friend purchased a small raft already so they 
could train and test in the rivers near home, and 
of course see more of the rivers locally when 
the flow is high enough. The first Certification is 
the Swift Water Rescue Course and self rescue 
and proper gear. 


| asked Kevin what the dream is? He said to 
keep it simple, seeing more of the river with 
some confidence that he knows what he is 
doing and then sharing with others and possible 
get on with a guide company to guide guests on 
amazing river experiences. “| can’t imagine not 
sharing what | love. And at this time | love being 
on the water and discovering something new on 
every trip.”

Wildflowers in the foothill and seasonal fruit 
stand will also begin to sprout up around the 
county, making spring the best time to 
explore the back roads and country lanes in 
and around Visalia. Whether headed to 
Sequoia National Park or simply taking a 
Sunday drive, this burst of color is a must- 
see. Visit Visalia offers three ways to explore 
this spring. 


In California’s fertile Central Valley, 
agricultural fields dominate the landscape 
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with Tulare County being one of the most 
diverse agricultural producing areas in the 
world. For Visalia, in Tulare County, the fields 
that surround the city become awash with 
color in springtime as the fruit and nut trees 
begin to blossom. To see these spectacular 
blooms, which last just a short time, Visit 
Visalia offers a free Blossom and Orchard 
Trail Map, available now in time for the 
annual springtime event. The map is free and 
can be downloaded on the Visit Visalia 
website. 


The self-guided driving tour takes visitors 
through the county just north of the city 
center where almond, peach, plums and 
apricot orchards burst forth with their fragrant 
white and pink blossoms each spring. Along 
with the colorful orchards, visitors will see 
other crops like kiwi, citrus, walnuts, 
pistachios, cherries and more. The seasonal 
display of brilliant color traditionally begins in 
Mid-February and continues through March, 
making it prime blossom viewing time in 
Tulare County.

Before heading out on the blossom 
trail, coffee lovers will want to fuel up at 
Component Coffee Lab (https:// 
componentcoffeelab.com/) with a sweet latte 
made with almond milk. 


Seasonal Fruit Stands and Farmer’s Market 


Along with the blossoms, spring is when the 
local fruit stands also begin to sprout, dotting 
the roadsides. Stop at any of the farm stands to 
get the ripest, in-season produce. The local 
Farmer’s Markets are also worth a visit. All of 
the farmers, artisans, and community groups 
are local to this region of California. 


Farmers are certified and many offer organic 
produce and goods. The weekly farmers
